One' thing that 
has 
done 
m ost 
to 
prom ote

change is the large increase in the 
m anufacture of 
cement. 
The relation between the increas­ 
ing use of cem ent and the diinish- 
ing 
tim ber 
supply 
in 
the 
United 
S tates has been the subject of some 
interesting 
correspondence 
between 
the Geological Survey and the For­ 
est 
Service 
at 
W ashington, 
in 
a 
letter to the Forester; the D irector 
of 
the 
Survey * took 
occasion 
to 
quote from a statem ent of a large 
Philadelphia firm to the effect that 
it 
would 
be 
difficult 
to 
estim ate 
w hat 
the 
additional 
drain 
on 
the 
lum ber supply would have been dur­ 
ing the last few years had not ce­ 
m ent come into such general 
use. 
The Forester replied in part as fol­ 
lows: 
; 
“The 
Forest 
Service is 
watching! 
with 
a great deal of 
interest the 
increasing use of cem ent and other 
substitutes for wood. They are un­ 
doubtedly having some influence on 
the price of lumber, though 
I 
do 
not think 
that 
up to 
the 
present 
tim e they have greatly retarded the 
advance in lum ber prices. The fact 
is that our industrial progress has 
been so great th at our requirem ents 
for every kind of stru ctu ral m aterial 
have 
increased 
trem endously. 
We j 
are using at the present tim e more 
lum ber per capita than ever before, I 
and 
probably 
twice 
as m uch 
per 
capita 
as 
we did 
fifty 
years 
ago. 
The conclusion can hot be escaped, 
therefore, th at in the future we buist 
depend m ore than in the past on 
o ther m aterials than wood for cer­ 
tain 
purposes a t least. 
As 
to 
the 
increase that will tak* place rn the 
production of cem ent, 
my 
im pres­ 
sion 
is 
that 
this 
will 
be 
very 
g rea t.” 
The report estim ates that if the 
increase 
in 
the use of cem ent in 


the United States in past years is 
to be regarded as any index to its 
future 
use, 
the 
conclusion 
of 
the 
Forester are well founded. The sta­ 
tistics 
of 
the 
production 
of 
m in­ 
erals show th at our output of ce­ 
ment has more than doubled in the 
last five years, and it is well known 
that 
its 
use is 
being very 
widely 
extended. This is due to two con­ 
ditions: 
In 
the 
first 
place, 
excel­ 
lent cem ent 'm aterials are common 
in alm ost all sections of the coun­ 
try; in the second place, reinforced 
concrete for heavy building m aterial 
is receiving increased favor among 
engineers, while In the country reg­ 
ions large am ounts of cement are 
being used for building blocks for 
sm aller structures. Reports received 
by the Survey during the six years 
from 
1902 to 
1907 show

production of cem ent in the United 
States has increased from 25,000,000 
barrels, valued at approxim ately $25.-

and Indian Territory in a kind o f 1 
political 
vassalage. 
They 
bore 
the 
relation 
in

government somewhat akin

that of the Hebrew people to 
the Egyptian government. The He­ 
brews were a capable race, compe­ 


tent to bu ii ii a government and to 


administer ir, but on account of sin 


and transgression were carried into 
Egypt, where they were deprived of

themselves.

tories came to better their condi­ 
tion. As a rule they were not quite 
as prosperous as their neighing or 
fellows in the other states.

only is the principle of the rules

ilege there is a resultant duty hn- 
Posed on the citizenship—when such 
duties are neglected a public wrong 
is done and neglect becomes a re­ 
proach to such principle of govern­ 
ment 
It is the duty of every citi­ 
zen in Oklahoma to directly

cipate in the settling of all public 
questions, for three reasons:

j P°btical and public affairs. The man 
that exercises his suffrage with this 
high purpose can 
be expected 
to 
exemplify the same in the private 
affairs of life. And such a citizen­ 
ship has a right to demand such 
a high standard not only of pub­ 
lic officials but also of party of­ 
ficials.

not be trusted as a public offical
